. after the fifth capture the infantry 


held the position against the Huns. 
His tank and one other were the only 
ones left out of the squadron of five 
which originally entered the fighting 
for the village.

overseas, Mr. Coachman says he was 
in thfi fighting in the St Mihiel sj!i"nt j 
and in the Argonne torest battle. In [ 
these engagements he htuuliod a tank. 
In the Argonne forest battle h!< gun- 
ner was killed. 
He tooK the tank 


back about half a mile and exchanged 


• the wreck for a new machine. With 


a new tank and another gunner he re- 
turned to the thick of the fight. 


His tank was one of five which 


captured and recaptured a certain 
village five times. 
They were unable 


to hold the town and had to withdraw, 
\ only to retake the position. 
Finally 


the infantry arrived on^the scene and 


. after the fifth capture the infantry 


held the position against the Huns. 
His tank and one other were the only 
•ones left out of the squadron of five 
•which originally entered the fighting 
for the village. 


In most of the fighting Mr. Coach- 


man sajis, the rain was falling and the 
mud was so deep it was with the 
greatest difficulty that they were able 
to maneuver. 
Quite frequently the 


men had to go one or two days with- 
out food, owing to the weather con- 
ditions and the severity of the battle. 


> 
He also says that frequently it was 
found necessary to strap the tank men 
to trees for some time after they had 
come out of battle, 
they 
were so 


nervous and excited 
that they were 


dangerous even to themselves. 
The 


noise of the tanks during an action 
was terrific, and this, with the ex- 
citement, 
frequently wrecked 
the 


nerves of the men for several hours 
after an action. 


Mr, Coachman says that in a part 


of the Argonne fighting he was gassed. 
He climbed up a tree to get above the 
cloud of gas, and the next thing he 
knew lie was in a hospital.

least two occasions a part of his tank 
-was shot away by the artillery fire, 
tut each time he happened to be in 
another part and was not woundel 
Several times he was forced to leav; 
his tank because it had been so badly
